Brooklyn tadernacle, of which the Rev. 
T. Dew itt Talmage, D. D., is pastor, 
i was Sunday, for tho second time in its 
* history, totally destroyed by fire. 
At 
2:15 o’clock Saturday morning a police­ 
man discovered flames issuing from one of 
small window over the main entrance, and, 
rushing to the nearest signal-box, sent in 
an alarm. 
The firemen found tho fire had 
assumed large proportions, and addidional 
alarms, calling all available aparatus, 
were at once sent in. 
It became event 
that the edifice was doomed to destruction. 
It burned like a tinder box, and the fire­ 
man, despairing of saving it, directed their 
efforts to the adjoining property. 
Many 
of tho occupants of the neighboring dwell­ 
ings were already awake, and the police 
proceeded to arouse those who were sleep­ 
ing. 
The three-story frame structure at 
353 Shermerliorn street, addjoining the 
church on I he east side, was the first to 
take fire, and 355, a similar structure, 
followed; 357 was also damaged. 
On the west side of the church the 
flames extended to two brick dwellings, 
and on the opposite side of Schermerhorn 
street a rote of three-story brick dwelilings, 
338 to 348, suffered from the intense heat. 
Window glass was broken and woodwork 
scorched. 
The residents of the neighborhood, awak­ 
ened either by the roar of the flames or by 
the pounding of the police upon their 
doors, became frightened and rushed out 
half-dressed and in their night clothes, 
and the police had great difficulty in as­ 
suring them that they were in no danger. 
Fortunately there was no loss of life or 
limb. 
The police carried out one old lady 
from 837 Schermerhorn street and placed 
her in a house at a safe distance. 
All the 
other inmates were able to care for them­ 
selves. 
But whilo the firemen and the police 
worked for the salvation of property and 
people tho doomed building was rapidly 
boing consumed and in an hour’s time only 
tottering walls remained. 
Dr. Talmage 
was on the scene soon after tho first alarm 
and did not leave until he had seen the 
edifice which had been his prido laid in 
ashes. 
The origin of the fire is unknown, but it 
Is thought that it may have been caused by 
lightning. 
The loss on the church building, includ­ 
ing the organ, which was one of the finest 
in the country, is $*50,OOO. 
It is said to 
bo covered by insurance in a number of 
companies. 
The building was of four­ 
teenth century Gothic architecture and 
was dedicated Feb. 22, 1874. 
It was of 
brick, with stone trimmings, with 
a 
frontage of ISO feet and a depth of 118 
feet, to which had recently been added an 
extension GO feet wide and 12 deep. 
The 
seating capacity was 2,800 and it was 
always fully taxed at tho Sunday services. 
The previons structure, which was built 
of corrugated iron, was destroyed by fire 
Sunday morning Dec. 22, 1872. 
'Hint fire 
was also of unexplained origin. 
Dr. '.Talmage has issued the following 
address: 
To th e P e o p l e:—By sudden calamity 
we are without a church. 
The building 
consecreated by so much that is dear to us 
is in ashes. 
In behalf of my stricken con­ 
gregation I make appeal for help, as our 
church has never confined its work to this 
locality. 
Our church has 
never been 
sufficient eithor in size or appointment for 
the people who come. 
We want to build 
something worthy of our city and worthy 
of the cause of God 
We want $100, OOu, 
which, 
added to the 
insurance, will 
build us what is needed. 
I make appeal 
to all our friends through christendom, to 
all denominations, 
to 
all 
creeds and 
thos^of no creeds at all to come to our assist­ 
ance. 
I ask all readers of my sermons 
the world over to contribute as far as 
their means will allow. 
W hat we do as 
a church depends upon the immediate re­ 
sponse made to this call. 
I was on the 
eve of departure for a brief visit to the 
Holy Land that I might be better pre­ 
pared for my work here, but that visit 
must be posponed. 
I cannot leave until 
something is done to decide our future. 
May the God who has our destiny as in­ 
dividuals and churches in his hand ap­ 
pear for our deliverance. 
Response to 
this appeal to the people may be sent to 
me at Brooklyn, N. Y., and I will with 
my own hands acknowledge the receipt 
thereof.”

F razee C ity, M inn., 
Suffers a Loss ol 
O ver S 130.000. 


F r a z e e 
C ity, 
Minn., Oct. 
14.—The 
most disastrous fire in the history of this 
townfoccurred this morning, destroying 
property valued at over $130,000. Shortly 
after midnight a blaze was started in the 
combined flouring and saw mill of R. L. 
Frazee, supposedly by a superheated jour­ 
nal. 
An alarm was turned in, but before

fire department arrived the mill 
was

For a time 
the town people were panic-stricken, indi­ 
cations being that the wholo town would 
be laid in ruins. 
Telegrams were sent to 
Detriot requesting that an engine and the 
volunteer department of the city be sent 
here to assist in fighting the flames. 
Later, 
when tho fire had 
burned itself out 
and all danger was past, the request for aid 
was countermanded.

yet only an 
approximate estimate of the pecuniary 
loss can be given. 
Frazee’s mill. which 
was one of the largest in tho State, cost 
$50,000, and the grain in store was worth 
$35,000. 
On this there is only a small 
insurance. 
Wilcox’s loss will not fall far

AS BY A M IRACLE. 


W onderful E scape from D ea th o f P assen­ 
gers on a D era iled T rain. 
R a h w a y , N. J., Oct. 
14.—The fast1 
Philadelphia express on the Pennsylvania 
road, composed of two combination parlor 
cars and three coaches, passed the main 
depot here this morning running at the 
rate of sixty miles an hour. 
The engine, 
just as it reached the east end of the 
long bridge, jumped the tra c t and was 
followed by the three cars. 
The crash as 
the whole train left the track was terrific 
and was heard by people at the depot 6 
quarter of a mile west of where th* 
accident occurred. The train ran along thj 
ties for 200 feet, when the couplings broke 
between the cars and each car shot in a 
different direction, tearing up the rail* 
and ties and digging into the stone ballast 
roadbed. 
There are four tracks at thh 
point and the cars were twisted around is 
such a way as to completely wreck the 
road bed and the cars tjidmselves. 
When 
the cars finally stopped, the passengers, 
who were 
naturally badly frightened, 
came out of the wrecked cars unable to 
comprehend what had happened. The only 
persons injured were two women who 
were cut by flying glass. De Wolf Hop­ 
per was a passenger on the train and re­ 
ceived a severe shaking np, as did all of 
the passengers.

the spreading of the rails, which were 
new, and, it is said, had not been properly 
spiked by the section men who laid them.

C hicago, Oct. 14.—The mysterious pro­ 
ceedings of tho State’s Attorney aud his 
assistants havo developed a tremendous 
sensation. 
A plot to pack the jury who 
are to try the mon accused of the murder 
of Dr. Cronin has been discovered and sev­ 
eral men aro under arrest and will bo 
brought before before) the court. 
Tho first 
mon suspected wore two bailiffs in service 
at tho Criminal court. 
Theso men are 
Bailiffs Catonian and Hanks. 
Bailiff Hanks formerly lived in Cincin­ 
nati, and is a friend of the brother of 
Andy Gilligan in jail for the m urder of 
Officer McDowell. 
C. M. Hardy is Gilli- 
gan’s lawyer, having been recommended 
to him by Hanks. 
It is claimed that theso two deputies 
were supplied with money by tho anti- 
Cronin faction, and that they gave this 
money to certain jurors and instructed 
them just how they could answer tho 
questions put to them aud secure soats In 
tho juror’s box. 
This came to the ears of Judgo Longe- 
neckor. 
lie saw at <mco that unless the 
jury-bribing was stopped immediately tho 
whole caso would 
fall through. 
T*10 
evidence against tho suspected bailiffs was 
sifted and their arrest followed. 
Mrs. James Fujrcell, wifo of tho State’s 
Attorney’s stenographer, who was a c ­ 
cused in the m orning’s pagers of having 
stolon tho records in tho Cronin case, was 
at the State’s Attorney’s office Saturday 
morning. 
She was weeping bitterly and 
felt deeply the accusations made against 
her husband. 
Judge Longenecker assured 
her that there was no truth in tho mali­ 
cious fabrications. 
The records of tfco 
Cronin caso are safe in Judge I.ongenock- 
er’s vault. 
In consequence of the discoveries mado 
by the authorities a special grand jury 
was asked for by tho State’s Attorney 
Friday. 
This jury was at once summoned 
and after an all-day session Saturday re­ 
turned indictments against tho following 
parsons: 
Alexander L. Hanks, Mark L. Saloman, 
Frederick VV. Smith, Thomas Kavanaugb, 
Jcromiah'O’Donnell, and Joseph Konen, 
Immediately on tho report of tho special 
grand jury Saturday night, tho six men 
named in tho indictment, having been ta k ­ 
en to the State’s A ttorney’s office on vari­ 
ous excuses, were place under arrest, four 
being placed in the county jail and two 
taken to the Chicago avenue station. 
At 
the jail Sunday a close watch was kept on 
the cells occupied (by Kavanaugb, Bolo­ 
man, O’Donnell and Konen. 
Tho men 
were not visited b}T any one, but a basket 
I of fruit was sont in to Konen in reply to a 
message sont to his house. | 
“ Tho basis of the whole thing,” said 
Chief Hubbard, on Saturday, speaking 
to 
a 
reporter 
of 
tho 
mysterious 
all-night conference of the prosecution in 
the Cronin case, “ was an attem pt to cor­ 
ru p t tho jury. 
That is all there was to it. 
No new suspects havo boon discovered and 
no now arrests mado for tho murder, but 
we have discovered a plot to pack the jury, 
, and we lmvo tho wholo crowd dead to 
rights.” 
“ Does the discovery affect any of tho 
men already sworn in:” 
“ I don’t know whether it will or not. 
We have not gono to tho bottom of the 
thing, perhaps, and there is no telling how 
far the conspiracy lias progressed or what 
it has accomplished. 
We havo enough, 
though, to enablo us to clear tho wholo 
thing up and bring the guilty parties to 
justice. 
That is what wo avo working on 
now.” 
“ W hat was tho nature of tho plot?” 
“ That I can’t tell you now. 
When tho 
m atter is brought before tho court the 
whole thing will corno out.” 
“ Have you found out who is back of the 
plot, or havo you connected tho ‘triangle’ 
with it?” 
“Just how much wo havo found out I 
don’t want to say, but whether we get the 
big conspirators or not will depend on 
how well they have concealed themselves 
and how far behind the scones they are.” 
“ Is there any truth in tho story that 
stenographer Purcell ran away with valu­ 
able records in tho case?” 
“ None whatever. 
Purcell did carry oil 
some records, but they had nothing to do 
with the Cronin caso. 
They wero in rela­ 
tion to a secret society of which ho was a 
member. 
Purcell has not been engaged at 
tho State’s Attorney’s office since tho in­ 
vestigation began. 
None of tho Cronin 
records or documentary evidence has been 
stolen. 
Everything is intact and we are in 
excellent shape.” 
Sinco the abovo conversation with Chief 
Hubbard, developments havo progressed 
rapidly, and while all the persons im pli­ 
cated in tho plot and under arrest are not 
yet known, a moro definite account of tho 
conspiracy can be given without defeating 
the ends of justice. 
In tho first place this conspiracy, 
of 
which Luther Laflin Mills says “ thoro has 
been no moro unscrupulous, audacious, or 
wicked attem pt to interfere with the causo 
of justice,” was revealed by one of the 
veniremen whom it was sought to cor­ 
rupt. 
George Tschappat, foreman of tho 
Page Lard Refining Company at 44 Erie 
street, was summoned usa juror last Tues­ 
day afternoon. 
Ho was not examined 
that day and camo again Wednesday m orn­ 
ing, remaining with the other unexamined 
jurors in tho 
anto-room. 
About 10:80 
o’clock Wednesday morning Bailiff Mark 
L. Soloman, with whom ho was well ac­ 
quainted, met him and invited him out to 
have a cigar. 
This civility extended, JSolo- 
man asked Tschappat if he didn’t want to 
make some money. 
Tschappat gave the 
most natural reply in tho world, an affirm­ 
ative one. 
“ Very well, then,” responded Soloman, 
“you get on the jury and stick for an ac­ 
quittal and you shall have $1,000.” 
Soloman further told Tschappat that the 
arrangem ents could be carried out with 
his wifo. 
The money could bo paid to her, 
and if paid by a certain day she should 
appear in court wearing acortain colored 
dress. 
If it were not paid to her she 
should wearfa different dress. . Tschappat 
replied that he was not that kind of a 
man. 
To this Soloman responded that he 
was working for the court, and pointing 
to a buggy standing outside said: “ That is 
my horse and buggy.” 
A t the noon adjournm ent Tschappat 
went to his placo of business, returning a t 
2 o’clock. 
He was examined somewhat 
later and was excused for causo at 4:30, ho 
having said that ho could not give tho de­ 
fendants a fair trial. 
As ho was leaving

Further, Solon.un wa- lo approach t 
veniremen he knew and Hanks those b 
was acquainted with. 
Immediately on Soloinan’s confession 
Hanks was arrested, and he too confers * i 
and produced a list of talesmen which 
tallied with Soloman’s. 
Each man who-** 
name was on these lists was immediate! •• 
sent for. 
These aro the men who were so 
mysteriously brought to the State's A ttor­ 
ney’s office Friday night. 
Some of them 
at least told all they knew readily, and 
from their statements the connection of 
Frederick W. Smith, Thomas Kavanangli, 
and Jeremiah O’Donnell was established. 
The sixth man indicted is Joseph Konen, 
a fruit dealer at 246 West Madison street. 
He has been summoned as a juror, but has 
not yet been examined. 
He v as offered 
$1,000 to go on the Jury, with a promise 
of $5,000 in case of an acquittal. He failed 
to report this to the authorities, loading to 
tho inference that he had accepted the 
offer, and for this reason doubtless ho was 
indicted. 
The connection of the men indicted with 
the bribery conspiracy will probably lie best 
understood by a statem ent of who and what 
the men are. 
Frederick W .'Smitb is ostensibly a hard­ 
ware m anufacturer’s agent at 135 Lake 
street.

Thomas Kavanaugh, another of tho in­ 
dicted men, was the engineer at the county 
insane asylum during the “ boodle” days, 
and his name and management at that 
institution figured frequently in tho inves­ 
tigation of that institution made by the 
Stato board of charities in November, 
1885. 
In January of that year he assault­ 
ed Dr. Kiernan because of some strictures 
made by the doctor on his methods of 
heating the asylum. 
He was arrested and 
tried by a jury in Justice Lyon’s court. It 
is said tho jury was packed. 
A t any 
rate, it was of so bad a character that 
Justice Lyon removed two of the jurors. 
The places of theso two, however, were 
taken by employes of Brown A: Tubman, 
now Kavanaugh 6c Brown.

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Brooklyn, N. Y., Oct. 14.—Owing 
to the destruction of the tabernacle by 
fire Dr. Talmage did not preach Sun­ 
day morning. 
He, however consented 
to give his manuscript to your reporter 
for publication. 
His sermon was to bo 
on “The Saving Look,” with the text 
from Hebrews, xii., 2, “Looking unto 
Jesus,” and is as follows: 
In the Christian life we must not go 
slipshod. 
This world was not made for 
us to rest in. 
In time of war you will 
find around the streets of some city, far 
from the scene of conflict, men in sol­ 
dier’s uniform, who have a right to be 
away. 
They obtained a furlough and 
they are honestly and righteously off 
duty; but I have to tell you in this 
Christian conflict, between the first 
moment when we enlist under the ban­ 
ner of Christ, and the last moment in 
which we shout the victory, there never 
will bo a singlo instant in which we will 
have a right to be off duty. Paul throws 
all around this Christian life the excite­ 
ment of tho old Roman and Grecian 
games—those games that sent a man on 
a race with such a stretch of nerve and 
muscle, that sometimes when he came 
up to the goal ho dropped down ex­ 
hausted. Indeed, history tolls us that 
there were cases where men came up and 
only had strength just to grasp tho goal 
and then fall dead. 
Now, says this 
apostle, making allusions to.thoso very 
games, we arc all to run the race, not to 
crawl it, not to walk it—but “run the 
race set beforo us,looking unto Jesus,” 
and just as in tho olden times, a man 
would stand at the end of the road with 
a beautiful garland that was to bo put 
around tho head or brow of the success­ 
ful racer, so tho Lord Jesus Christ 
stands at tho end of tho Christian race 
with the garland of eternal life, and may 
God grant that by His Holy Spirit we 
may so run as to obtain it. 
Tho distinguished 
Welliston, 
tho 
chemist, was asked whero his labora­ 
tory was, and the inquirers expected 
to be shown some large apartm ent fill­ 
ed with very expensive apparatus; but 
Welliston orderedehis servant to bring 
on a tray a few glasses and a retort, 
and he said to the inquirers: 
“That is 
all my laboratory. 
I make all my ex­ 
periments with those.” 
Now, I know 
that there are a great many who take a 
whole library to express their theology. 
They have so many theories on 10,000 
things; but I have to say that all my 
theology is compassed in theso three 
words: “Looking unto Jesus,” and tho 
depth and length and breadth and the 
infinity and the immensity of that pas­ 
sage we can understand all. 
I remark in the first place, we must 
look to Jesus as our personal Savior. 
Now, you know as well as I, that man 
is only a blasted ruin of what he onco 
was. 
There is not so much difference 
between a vessel coming out of Liver­ 
pool harbor, with penants flying and 
the deck crowded with good cheer, 
and the guns booming, 
and that samo 
vessel driving against Long Island 
coast, the drowning passengers ground 
to pieces amid the timbers of a broken 
up steamer, as there is between man 
as he came from the hands of God, 
equipped for a grand and glorious voy­ 
age, but afterward, through he pilot­ 
age of the devil, tossed and driven and 
crushed, the coast of the near future 
strewn with the fragments of an awful 
and eternal shipwreck. 
Our body is 
wrong. 
How easy it is ransacked of 
discase. 
Our mind is wrong. 
How 
hard it is to remember, and how easy 
to forget. 
The whole nature is dis­ 
ordered, frdm the crown of tho head 
to 
the 
sole of 
the foot—wounds, 
bruises, putrefying sores. 
“All have 
sinned and come short of the glory of 
God.” 
“By one man sin entered into 
the world and death by sin, and so 
death has passed upon all men for that 
all have sinned.” 
There is in Brazil 
plant they call the 
“ m urderer,” for 
the simple reason it is so poisonous it 
kills almost everything it touches. 
It 
begins to wind around the root of 
tree, and coming up to the branches 
reaches out to the ends of the branches 
killing tho tree as it goes along. When 
it has come to the tip end of tho branch 
the tree is dead. 
Its seeds fall to the 
ground and start other plants just as 
murderous. 
And so it is with sin. 
It i3 a poison­ 
ous plant that was planted in our soul 
a long while ago, and it comes wind­ 
ing about the body and the mind and 
the soul, poisoning, poisoning, poison­ 
ing—killing, killing, killing as it goes. 
Now, thoro would be no need of my 
discoursing upon this if there were no 
way of plucking out the p lan t 
It is a 
m ostm considerate thing for me to come 
to a man who is in financial trouble 
and enlarge upon his trouble if I have 
no alleviation to offer. 
It is an unfair 
thing for me to come to a man who is 
sick and enlarge upon his disease if I 
have no remedy to offer. 
But I have 
right to come to a man in financial dis­ 
tress or physical distress if I have finan­ 
cial reinforcement to offer or a sure 
cure to propose. 
Blessed be God that 
among mountains of our sin there rolls 
and reverberates a song of salvation. 
Louder than all the voices of bondage 
is the trum pet of God’s deliverance, 
sounding: “Oh, Israel, thou hast de­ 
stroyed thyself, but in Me is thy help.” 
At the barred gates of our dungeon the 
conqueror knocks and the hinges creak 
and grind at the swinging open. 
The 
famine struck pick up the manna that . , 
falls in the wilderness and the floods ■ 


the Lord Jesus Christ says; 
are in need of pardon and life 
and heaven, 
you 
can 
have 
them 
if 
you 
come 
and 
get 
them.” 
You 
say: 
“I 
can’t 
come and ask 
first, 
I am afraid you won’t give it to 
me.” 
Then you are unbelieving. 
But 
you say: “ I shall come and ask. I know, 
Lord Jesus, Thou art in earnest about 
this matter. 
I come asking ffo r pardon. 
Thou hast promised to give it to me, 
Thou wilt give it to me, Thou hast given 
it tom e.” That is faith. 
Do you see it 
yet? “Oh,’’says some one, “I can’t un­ 
derstand it.” 
No man ever did, without 
divine help. 
Faith is the gift of God. 
You say: 
“That throws the responsi­ 
bility off my shoulders.” 
No. 
Faith 
is the gift of God, but it comes in an­ 
swer to prayer. 


A lt over glorious is m y Lord. 
b e loved and y et adored; 
Re must 
His worth if nil tho nations knew. ' 
Sure the wholo earth would love Him, too. 
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I remark again, that we must look 
to Jesus as an example, Now, a mere 
copyist, you know, is always a failure. 
If a painter go to a portfolio or a gal­ 
lery of art, however exquisite, to get 
his idea of the naturahworld from theso 
pictures, he* will not succeed as well as 
the artist who starts out and dashes 
the dew from tho grass and sees tho 
morning just as God built it in tho 
clouds, or poured it upon tho mountain, 
or kindled it upon tho sea. 
People 
wondered why Turner, the famous 
English painter, succeeded so well in 
sketching a storm upon the ocean. 
It 
remained a wonder until it was found 
out that several times ho had been 
lashed to the dock in the midst of a 
tempest and then looked out upon 
tho wrath of the sea, 
and coming 
home to hl9 studio, he pictured the 
tempest. 
It is not tho copyist who 
succeeds but the man who confronts 
tho natural world. 
W hat is true in 
this respect is true in respect to charac­ 
ter. 
You can not successfully copy a 
man whether ho is bad or good. 
You 
may take the very best man that ever 
lived and try and live like him, and 
you will make a failure. 
Thero never 
was a better man thari Edward Payson. 
Many have read his biography, not 
understanding that he was a sick man, 
and they thought theyjwerc growing in 
grace because they were growing like 
him in depression of spirit. There wero 
men to jcopy Cowp^r, the poet, a glor­ 
ious man, but sometimes afflicted with 
melancholy almost to insanity. 
The 
copyist got Cowper’s faults but none of 
his virtues. 
There never was but one Boing fit to 
copy. 
A few centuries ago He camo 
out through 
humble surroundings, 
with a gait and manner and behavior 
different from any thing tho world had 
seen. 
Among all classes of people He 
was a perfect model. 
Among fisher­ 
man, Ho showed how fisherman should 
act. 
Among tho taxgatherers, Ho 
showed how taxgatherers should a c t 
Among lawyers, Ho showed how law­ 
yers should act. 
Among farmers, Ho 
showed 
how 
farmers should act. 
Among rulers, He showed how rulers 
should a c t 
Critics tried to find in 
His conversation or sermons something 
unwise or unkind or inaccurate; but 
they never found it. 
They watched 
Him, oh how they watched Him! 
Ho 
never went into a house hut they 
knew it, and they knew how long He 
stayed, and when He camo out, 
and 
whether He had wine for dinner. 
Slander twisted her whips and wagged 
her poisoned tongue and set her traps, 
but could not catch Him. 
Little 
children rushed out to get from Him 
a kiss, and old men tottered out to the 
street corner to seo Him pass. 
Do you want an illustration of devo­ 
tion, behold Him whole nights in suffer 
ing, see His path 
across Palestine 
tracked with blood. 
Do you want an 
example of patience, see Him abused 
and never giving one sharp retort. Do 
you want an example of industry, see 
Him without one idle moment. Do you 
want a specimen of sacrifice, look at 
His life of self-denial, 
His death of 
ignominy, His sepulcher of humiliation. 
Oh what an example! 
His feet wound­ 
ed, yet he submitted to the journey. 
His back Ulcerated, and yet he carried 
the cross. 
Struck, He never struck 
back again. 
Condemned, yet He roso 
higher than His calumniators, and with 
wounds in His hands and with wounds 
on His brow and wounds in His side, 
He ejaculated: “Father, forgive them, 
they know not what they do.” 
Ah, my 
brethren, that is tho polo by which to 
set your compass, that is tho headland 
by which to steer, that is the light by 
which to kindle your lamps, that is the 
example that we all ought to follow. 
How it would smooth out tho rough­ 
ness in our disposition, and the world 
would be impressed by the transforma­ 
tion and would say:

There is one passage

who ate weary and heavy laden, and I 1 
will give you rest.” 
Then there is an- j 
other passage just as good: “Cast thy 
burden on the Lord and He will sustain 
thee.” 
Oh. there are green pastures 
where the heavenly Shepherd leads the 
wounded and sick of the flock. 
The Son of God stands by the tomb 
of Lazarus and will gloriously break 
it open at tho right time. 
Genesaret 
cannot toss its waves so high that 
Christ cannot walk them. 
The cruise 
of oil will multiply into an illimitable 
supply. 
After the orchard seems to 
have been robbed of all its fault, tho 
Lord has one tree left, full of golden 
and ripe supply. 
Tho requiem may 
wail with gloom and with death; but 
there cometh after a while a song, 
a 
chant, an anthem, a battle march, 
a 
jubilee, a coronation. 
Oh, do you not 
feel the breath of Christ’s sympathy 
now, you wounded ones, you troubled 
ones? 
Christ, though wounded Him­ 
self, hears the cry of our bereavement, 
our poverty, our wretchedness, and 
with wounds in head, 
in hands, 
in 
feet. 
He puts His arms over us and 
as He throws His arm over us I heal 
Him say: 
“I have loved thee with 
an everlasting love.” 
Again, we must look to Christ as our 
final rescue. 
I have no more doubt

This is barrenness and that 
verdure.

The new United States postal oards 
have been issued, aud will soon be o d 
sale at the poet‘offi se in this oity, las 
well as at ali other post offices in the 
country. 
There will be two new sizes of the is­ 
sue and it is said that tney will be of a 
superior quality to those now in use. 
Size No. I measures 2 15-16 by 45« in­ 
ches, and weighs five pounds, one-half 
ounce, to the thousand, so that Uncle 
Sam will receive 09.65 for their sale and 
transmission. Size No. 2 is of the same 
dimensions (3 by SH inches) as#the card 
now in nae and weighs five pounds five J 
ounces per thousand. 
The cost of No. 2 
Card is 35 cents a thousand. Size No. 3 
measures 3;^ by 6V« inches and weighs 9 
pounds, one ounce per 1,000. 
The

cents. 
It 
is 
estimated 
that 
the number of cards that will be re­ 
quired for the four years of the contract 
term will be 2,000,000,000, which will cost 
about 0800,000. 
Tho reduction in cost

will be at least 0160,000. aud the govern­ 
ment will receive during tie four years, 
in sale and for transmission, 020,000,0(K).

ered at birth with a fine constitntion, 
but he has neglected no measures for 
preserving its vitality, while the other 
great statesman w as noted for his care­ 
lessness in this respect. 
Mr. Bright, for a long term of years, 
consulted no regular medical adviser, 
though he sometines referred to some 
unknown person whom, it Was said, he 
visited, and in whom he reposed the 
greatest confidence.

“How does this happen?" asked the 
physician, who knew his peculiarities 
in regard to medical advice.
